of God; but the Woman. is the Glory 
of the Man, and therefore. (and for 

other Reaſons he there gives) he re- 
ſumes his Argument, and- ſays; for 


this Cauſe ought the Woman to be

Now in thoſe Eaſtern Countries, it

What Remarks and Whiſperiogs? Is

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this a fit Behaviour in the Preſence of 


Angels? Can this be acceptable to 


> divine, ſpotleſs Beings? When 


God ſent the Angel Moſes ſpeaks of, 


before his People, to bring them into 
the Place he had promiſed them, he 
charges 'em to beware of him, and obey 
his Voice, and provoke him not, for 
he will not pardon your Tranſgreſ- 
fions ;, —— my Name is in him. And 


do not the Angels repreſent him here? 


Why then do not we pay the ſame 
Regard to thoſe that are now in 
waiting? 


And though we do not ſeè the An- 
gels here, tis no more an Argument 
againſt thoſe ſpiritual, immortal Be- 
ings, than it is againſt the Soul, for 
being inviſible ; or than it was in 
Eliſha's_ dejeQed, unbelieving Servant, 
who (till his Eyes were miraculouſly 


open d) could not fee the fiery. Cha- 
riots and Horſes God had ſent to his, 


and his Maſter's Aſſiſtance.
